The extreme doubti: which the re- 
turns received yesterday left tue rerult 
of the presidential election has made 
the counting of the electoral vote in 
February next likely to be an event of 
very great interest and importaice. 
Oo more than one ocasion the defecta 
uf tbe machinery for determining which 
vf two or more candidates has been 
legally elec ed to the presidency have 
been strikingly shown, and attempts 
have been made to remedy them; but 
while none of these effurts have met 
with success, it has also been fortunate 
thaton no Occasion which has ever 
arisen on has the actual result been 
affected by the vote of any state which 
forwarded its vote and the validity of 
whose returns has been questioned. 
Now itseems possible that such a con- 
tingency may arise. 
No provision has ever been made for 
settling a dispute of this kind. Section 
1, articie 11,, of the constiiution directs 
that “each state shail appoint, in such 
manner as the legislature thereof may 
direct, a nuwher of clectors equal to 
the whole number of senators and rep- 
resentatives to which the state may be 
entitied in the congress; but no senator 
or representive, or person huiding an 
office of trust or profit under the 
United States, shall be appoinied an 
elector.” 
The twelfth emendment of the con- 
stitution provides that the electors 
“meet in their respective states, and 
vote by ballot for president and vice 
resident, one of whom shall not be an 
inbabitant of the sam - state with them- 
se' ves. * * And they shall make 
distinct lists of ali persons voted 
for as president, and of all persons 
voted for as vice-president, and of 
the number of vaes for each; which 
lists they sball sign and certify, and 
transmit sealed to the seat of the gov- 
ernment of the United States, directed 
to the presdent of the senate. The 
president of the senate shall, in the 
presence of the senoxuje and house of 
representatives, op«-n all tne certificates 
and the votes shall then be counted. 
Tue person having the greatest number 
of votes for president shall be the pres- 
ident, if such number be a m-jurity 
of the whole uumber of electors ap- 
pointed,” etc.

shown “y signs of consciousness. One 
of them there is hardly any hope for, 
but the others, it is believed, will live. 
It has not been bie to iden- 
tify them, and the only way in which 
their friend. can know that they still 
live is by seeing those who are dead all 
of whom are now lying at the morgue, 
and have been identified with one ex- 
ception. Crowds of Chinamen all the 
morning continued to flock tw view the 
bodies as they were Jaid out cold and 
stiff. Th-re is a remarkable absence of 
anv marks of violence upon the bodies, 
and many a Chinaman looks quite as 
revolting when merely asleep. In one 
or two instances Jegs were broken, but 
bevond that no violence is evide:t, suf- 
focation having been the cause of death 
in alm et every instance. The trievds 
of the deed, as they in and out, 
show no signs of grief, but look as if it 
were a matterof ordinary business they 
were transacting.

legitimite sphere such refi-ctions as are cou” 
taiued in the artcle referred to are wholly tn- 
justifiable. 

In coonection with the epidemidof yellow fever 
recently prevailing ia the cities of Sayannah and 
Brunswick. no advice has been svught from the 
state board of health and of course Itj requiles 
but little reflection te understand that if it had 
been otherwise, and tne boar1 had possese1 or 
desired to exercise such powers as some had 
suppose’, who had not investigated the Jaw or 
the objects of the board, no fit opportunity of ine 
vestigating rroperly the causes and means of 
prevention. of yellow fever in those ‘ocslities 
eculd have been afforded during the existeace 
of the epicemic, 

The board has, however, a duty to perform 
under the requirements of the law of the 
which lies at the very foundation of its 
euce, which cannot be ignored, and which e¢a:- 
not, in any proper sense, be regarded as inter- 
fering with the rights of any community, and 
which cannot be properly cousirued es ir any 
degree whateyer a reflection upoitthe Sapecity 
of the citizens of 8: vannah or any other loca)i- 

'y to manage their own affairs. 

No such idea asan attempt (as intimated in 
tlie article referred to) to supercede or ot>er- 
wise interfere with or reficct upon any move- 
ment of the city of Savannah for an investiga- 
tion 1 to the ca‘1se of the late epidemic has oc- 
curred to the board of health, but @0 far from 
this, the results of any effort in this cirection 
would be regarded as the most valuable mate- 
rial to which the board could have sccess iu 
making up the report to the state authorities, 
required by law under which they are acting, 

Notwithstanding this statement of facts, i 
would unquestionably be the duty of the board, 
by its own committee, to collect these and any 
facts or opiuions, which might by possibility 
throw lie ht upon so vital and vexed a question 
as thecrigin and prdpagation of yellow iever 
upon the coast of Georgia. In othé? words, 
without srrogating to itself any extraordivary 
intelligence or power, it would be diseharging a 
plain end imperative duty to the state govern- 
ment,and ina very limited view of the sub- 
ject, one involving the welfare of the entire 
people cf the state. Indeed, the inielligent 
accomplishment :f such a work couid uct be 
estimated, embracing as it might, in the future, 

the destruction or salvation of immense masses 
of buman life and millions of wealth, not only 
in the Jocalities referred to, but as affecting the 
material interests of every portion of the ex- 
tenced coust of Georgia and of many other 
states, besides porsibiy adding a contribution to 
sanitary science affecting, to some extent, the 
entire world. | 

Without und rtaking to elalborate the various 
matters intimately connected with the duties of 
the state board of health as regards the late 

visitation of yellow fever into the state of Geor 
gia, I would simply refer te the vital importanc- 
of determining, if pcesible, whether the citiesof 
our seaboard are forall time to be necessarily 
rul ject to epidemics of yellow faVor, or wheti.- 
er it may not be the fact that with proper 
sanitary regulations, embracing _ quaran- 
tine, .¢fficient removal of excrementitious 
and other foul and decomposing mat- 
ters,jand a tho.ough system of drainage they 
may not be exempt from such a fell destroyer. 
To the solution of this question it will at once 
be perceived that the causes for the non-ap 
pearance of the disease at other points,apparent 
ly as liable to its ravages eas those aff.cted. 
would also necessarily come under review as 
important factors in making up a reliable and 
fuli report, and would require an investiga- 
tion into the relative sanitary condition of a 
number of other lecalitices besides those that 
have been so severe'y desolated. 

With the highest respect for the intel izenc 
of the citizens of cavannah, and asp cial admi- 
ration fer its eminentand devoted medical 

mn, the state board of health must not etu't fy 
itself upon any idea of indeiicacy or impropri 
ety,as suggested by the writerreferred to by 
fai'ng to make an effort, underan imrerative 
obligatiun, to take advantage of sueh an oppor- 
of adding someting to the great.science fo. the 
promotion ofthe heelth and the salvation of 
the life of the human fe mily. 

The stat: of Georgia con not afford to leave ; 
angsithing undone which will throw even the 
most feeble light upon s question 1n which the 
interests of her peopie areso intimately and 
fearfully bound up. 

The writer of this article is not without hope 
that it may be made apparent that with proper 
sanitary regulations the cities of Savannah and

thev attribute this to the long dry seazon. 

Missis-ippi—We have reccived 6 repiies from 
2% counties, dated October 20 to November 2; 
the weather since October ist has been dry and 
fivorable for the crop, mo:e so than last year. a 
severe frost took place Oc’ober 1, and seemed 
kiiling the top cr._p in nearly every county a: der 
review; ou.ly one report from Yazoo county, 
statiog no aamage by frost; the sgyregate cem- 
age by frost 1s reported tw be 14 per cent; Picking 
bas progressed rapidly; 75 per cent of the cropis 
reported at out of the flelds, and the r- et will be 
picked, sccording to 39 report«, by the Irt of 
Veeember; according to 7 report» by the 15th of 
December, and according to 2 reports by the 3ist 
of Decembe ; the yield as compared with last 
year’s is reported short 25 percent on an averag, 
owingto overflowd in :ome counties, aad drouth 
and early frost in all of them.
